Bui for the honorable gentleman', u- 
"ai»n« to the cootrary, we thould hate 
taxwghi thi. ratter itrong . but no, com- 
pared with the " warmth" of Ihe unre- 
ported parti, it U all *' nothing." 

Warm or not warm, however, we would 
humbly ath, where are the pmoft of all 
thi* t Where are the grouodi of iti nro- 
iBiirtfa,.' N»y, wc would Ken content 
o-tr-lvea Willi begging the favour of be- 
ing informed why and wherefore we should 
believe in ill pwrfautiiy But the 
tpeaker doe* not enlighten ui nu either 
point. Ilia Boanug nuitti suii into the 
diataiil future, ibougb be Ulii at not by 



what authority he prophecies. We mull I 
Ihttrcfure be excused fur iniitrusling the 
accuracy of hit vition. After gaiing. awe- 
alricken, U]ion(he appulling image! called 
up by Lhe apell of hi. enthuiiatm, we 
muit he permitted lu take .heller iti the 
vulgarities of common tease ; atttl tkete 
we are cunsulcd with the assurance, that 
the doom so grandiloquenliy deuuuticrd 
upon our country, Is neither certain, nor 
probable, nor pontible. 

Ctmimon seme trill ui, that when the 
tenure of these Lands becomei converted 
frutii permi.aite occupancy to leuehuld, 
they will lie turned to belter account by 
their holders. Capital will be more 
largely invested in their use. and im- 
provement, and their return* be conse- 
quently more largely profitable True, 
uyi Ihe honorable gentleman, they will 
he more ptotiLable lo the leasees, but what 
is thai to the public 1 Every thing. 
Pnblic prosperity it but the agnregate of 
private ptosptrity. The tvealih of com- 
muniliei ii but the united wealth of the 
individuals compoiing them. 

So far u Lhe capabilities of theae diatant 
la mis — the lands now in the occupancy of 
the .iijuaiirr.- hive as yet been aaeer- 
tained, lliey are fit only for graiing pur- 
poiet, aud therefore nul adapted fur dense 
population, lu the progress uf time, Ihey 
may be found fit for something mote, aud 
capable of employing and luataining in- 
duitriousinaiiet. Well, w he n lh it happy 
development ihall arrive, let th* maaaet 
come. There will be room and *cope for 
them all, and the lessees will give (hem a 
hearty welcume. Il will then be the in- 
terest of the bolder to conlraci his depas- 
turing operations, lo reduce tin flock* and 
herds, and lu encourage the location nf a 
tenantry. Whether his lands shall be 
found favourable lo agriculture, to mining, 
or to manufactures, his own inleresii uili 
dictate a liberal system of sub -lelliug. 
He will incite populaliun, by making it 
awrfA people'! *ehite\i> settle themselves 
down upon his domain. The attempt to drive 
hard bargains with them would frustrate 
his true pohey, and " lock up" lhe new- 
found treasures of bis .oil. Against his 
attempting, al any rale against hit up 
folding, an extortiuuate monopoly nf the 
advantages confcried upon him by his 
Itiise, ue have, lhe it, lhe very beil of secu ■ 
ritiea — his own inlereslt. The idea of 
his " lucking up" Ins lands against lhe 
incursion »f iiopulauun — of his denying 
facilities to lhe npplicatinn uf ealemal 
labour and capdal to the carrying out of 
vvhateier improvement, his acres may be 
found fitted lo remunerate— h scuulrd by 
Universal experience. o'Uch tnonopuly u 
this ii a moral impossibility , eiiitmg 
nowhere but in the rhetorical day-dreams 
of lhe honorable and learned member for 
Auckland. 

Hul even under this view of the case, 
our sensitive orator sees cause fur alarm 
and disgust- The leaseholder, will be- 
come tuu rich; lh*y will swell into an 
aeislocracy. And suppose they should 
grow rich, their riche. will be spent in lhe 
colony, mid to be the means of en- 
riching i heir neighbours. And what n 
there so dreadful in lhe idea of an Aus i 
tralian aristocracy ? We should have 
thought a well-bred and well-educated 
Knglishmin, accoalomed to admit* tha 
monarchical institution* and habila at hi* 

possibility wiih tome degree of national 
pride. Thedsyi of ariitocralical dominn 
twn, within British dominions, are gone 
fur even but the legitimate iAaftrerteer of 
an ariilotracy, in icfiniug public man- 
ners aud eletatiiiR lhe general lone 
of society, may surely challenge 
lhe good will of even the wai-incst 
lovers of liberty. Those influences 
serve as a valuable counter|x>ise lo the 
brulaltentlencieioftnubrx-raciei. Which 
is the more to be desired for the fulute 
generations of ibis " infant empire," a 
mob tyranny like that which crushes Ihe 
United Stale, of America, binding down 
her minuriliet in the most abject mental 
•lavery, or that perfect freedom of thought 
and action which is the boast of guud old 
aristocraiical Kngland "'. 

But this dream of inordinate aggran- 
dizement among our mu. tiers n noi 
likely to be realised. The history of 
most great accumulations of property 
pronounces it improbable. Incapacity, 
improvidence, and ill luck, are always at 
work in dissipating individual wealth, 
ainl dividing amongst the many the 
monopuliied pustcasiuns or ihe few. 
Yuung as Australia is, these agencies 
have already hern sufficiently po- 
tent in humbling her puite-proud 
orders. And we know not what there 
can lie in her future circuimlances to ex- 
empt her hereafter from the humilia- 
tions of lhe pasl- We knuw not whal 
guarantees Fortune has given, nor w hat 
liuprs she holds out, that the broad acres 
and uverfluwing coffers of our squilttrs, 
when those gentlemen ale transformed 
into holders of fourteen years' leaiei, shall 
nut, like riches iu general, make to theui- 
telies wings and fly away. 

1. veil on the bunurabie member's own 
extreme hypothesis, then, that the grant- 
ing uf these leases will be a perprlual 
oh malum of the Clown lands, we see no 
rational grounds for the alarm he pro- 
fe.uei to feel.

But 
what was lhe real feeling upon the raatler 1 
The 7 tines wu be ale a in the Court of law, 
because tkere, the party complaining had 
not to prove himself innocent, bui the de- 
fendant had to prove him guilty, and failed, 
livery body, however, knew that the 
plaintiffs were guilty, wbich coovicliou 
lhe merchant! of England expressed by 
raiting many thousand, of prafids to de- 
fray the defend nil' eotts. Upon a quei- 
tion o/ eAoeorfer, tkcrefare, a verdict for 
a plaintiff goet a very lillle way in inlii- 
fjing public opinion, whilst a verdict 
again si him is an extinguisher.

If Mr, Auuiul wiU permit ua on* 
word of advice then,— cheaper, and we 
are quite sure ire may say, without arro- 
gance, as profitable as any attorney'! ad- 
vice, ii likely to he, — we would suggest 
this : That be should try hii hand once
